Forty-seven persons were killed and 
forty were injured, many of them fa­ 
tally, in a wreck four and a half 
•lie s north of Green Mountain, la., 
today at 8:16 a. in., on a Chicago, 
Rock island and 'Pacific train. 
The train, which was a consolida­ 
tion of No. 19 from Chicago and No. 
21 from St. Louis bound for Minnea­ 
polis, Minn, was being detoured over 
the tracks of the Chicago Great West 
em road. Running at about thirty 
miles an hour in a cut north of 
Green Mountain it struck a spread 
rail, it is believed. 
The pilot locomotive jumped the 
track and with terrific^ force was 
buried in an embankment of soft clay 
A second locomotive, coupled behind 
the first, rolled over and the impact 
of the sudden stop hurled all the 
rear cars forward. 
Two Coaches and Pullman Demolish­ 
ed. 
A coach, a smoker and a Pullman 
were smashed to splinters, almost all 
the occupants being killed or injur­ 
ed. 
The superstructure of the Pullman 
was literally shaved off and was jam­ 
med like a ramrod through the smok­ 
er and day coach. 


Many passengers were apparently 
killed outright. Heads were severed 
from bodies and arms and legs were 
cut off. The wreckage was almost 
crimson with blood, some of the bod­ 
ies being crushed beyond recogni­ 
tion by the mass of twisted rails and 
splinters impaling them in the wreck­ 
age. Decapitated bodies were picked 
up, and it was almost impossible to 
correctly 
assort 
the 
dismembered 
parts. 


First Attention Given to Injured. 
The wreck occurred at a point dif 
ficult to reach with relief. Such bod 
ies as could be secured were stretch 
ed out in an adjoining pasture. But 
first attention was given to the wound 
ed. The cries of these, coming in 
from 
beneath the cars and 
from 
places which were walled in. were 
pitable. Fortunately the wreckage did 
not take fire. The rescue party, be­ 
ing reinforced later on by trains of 
wreckers, nurses and surgeons sent 
from the nearest available points, 
worked all day and until long after 
dark. 
The injured were taken to a hos­ 
pital, several of them dying on the 
way. Two of the bodies were not tak­ 
en out until tonight. 
Freight Wreck Paused Detour. 
An explanation given by the rail­ 
road officials was that the train was 
being detoured on account of a block 
ade due to a freight wreck at Shells­ 
burg, Iowa. 
The section

p. rn. Sunday .and the section 
from 
Chicago, which left at 4:15 p. rn. Sun­ 
day, had been consolidated at Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. 
They were to have been uncoupled 
and run as s e rra te trains at Wat­ 
erloo. The St. Tonis section is oper­ 
ated by the Rock Island in conjunct­ 
ion with the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad. 
Fatalities occurred 
early in the- first three coaches only. 
The rear coaches all remained on the 
track.

Because there is no table at Reinbeck 
where the trains expected 
to strike 
the main line, the 
locomotives w ere 
backing, 
The illfated train consisted of thir­ 
teen cars. 
I he train left Marshalltown short- 
b after 8 o’clock. 
it was going at a 
speed estimated to be between 25 and 
30 miles an hour. 
About four 
and 
a half miles beyond Green Mountain 
at the top of a hill, is a cut about 
I-’ feet deep. It was in this that the 
tender on the leading engine suddenly 
jumped the track. This threw the 
head locomotive No. 830 into the side 
of the cut. The clay of the sides was 
soft and the engine went into it and 
stopped instantly. 
Coaches Telescoped. 
The sudden stoppage 
ditched 
the 
second locomotive and heavy train 
crushed the day coach and smoker 
upon the Pullman. The smoker and 
day coach were instantly telescoped 
and hardly an occupant of either car 
escaped death or injury. 
In the twinkling of an eye all wras

confusion.

the final ten cars of the train re­ 
mained on the track the shock was

Forty-seven persons were killed and 
forty were injured, many ot them fa- 
tally, in a wreck four and a halt 


tea north of Green Mountain, la;, 


today at 8:16 a. .m., on a Chicago, 
Rock Island and 'Pacific train. 


The train, which waa a consolida- 


tion of No. 19 from Chicago and No. 
31 from St. Louis bound for Minnea- 
polis, Minn, was being detoured over 
the tracks of the Chicago Great West- 
ern road. Running at about thirty 
miles an hour in a cut north of 
Green Mountain it struck a spread 
rail, it is believed. 


The pilot locomotive jumped the 


rack 
and with terrific _ force was 


buried in an embankment of soft clay 


second locomotive, coupled behind 


he first, rolled over and the impact 
of- the sudden stop hurled all the 
ear cars forward. 
Two Coaches and Pullman Demolish- 


ed. 


A coach, a smoker and a Pullman 


were smashed to splinters, almost all 
he occupants being killed or injur- 
d. 
The superstructure of the Pullman 


was literally shaved off and was jam- 
med like- a ramrod through, tbe smok- 


* er and day coach. 


JMany passengers we'le apparentl> 


killed outright. Heads were severed 
from bodies and arms and legs were 
cut off. The wreckage was almos 
crimson with blood, some of the bod 
ies being crushed beyond recogni- 
tion by the mass of twisted rails and 
splinters impaling them m the week- 
age. Decapitated bodies were picket 
up, and it was almost impossible to 
correctly 
assort 
the dismembered 


parts. 


First Attention Oh en to Injured. 
'The wreck occurred at a point dif- 


ficult to reach with relief. Such bod- 
ies as could be secured were stretch- 
ed out in an adjoining pasture. But 
first attention was given to the wound 
ed. The cries of these, coming 
from beneath the cars and 
from 


places which were walled in, were 
pitable. Fortunately the wreckage did 
not take fire. The rescue party, be- 
ing reinforced later on by trains of 
wreckers, nurses and surgeons sent 
from the nearest available points, 
worked ail day and until long after 
dark. 


The injured were taken to a hos- 


pital, several of them dying on the 
way Two of the bodies were not tak- 
en out until tonight. 


Freight Wreck Caused Detour. 


An explanation given by the 'ail- 


Toad officials was that the train was 
being detoured on account of a block 
ade due to a freight wreck at Shells- 
burg, Iowa. The section from 
St. 


Louis, which left St. Louis at 2:15 
p. mT Sunday,and the section 
from 


Chicago, which left at 4:15 p m.Sun- 
day, had been consolidated at Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. 


They were to have been uncoupled 


and run as seperate trains at Wat- 
erloo. The St. Ixmis section Is oper- 
ated by the Rock Island in conjunct- 
Ion with the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy (Railroad. (Fatalities occurred 
early in the-first three coaches only/ 
The rear coaches $11 remained on the 
track. 


A little wreck on the Rock Island 


last night at Shellsburg in which 
Brakeman Reynolds of Cedar Rapids, 
was kilted and Fireman Herman, also 
of Cedar Rapids, was probably fatally 
scalded, was the indirect cause of the 
Grepn Mountain tragedy 
The Rock 


Island's track from Cedar Rapids 
north, the St. Paul line, had not been 
cleared this morning and it became 
necessary to betour over the

Nos. 19 and 21

tion of No. 19 from Chicago and No. 
21 from St. Louis bound for Minnea- 
polis, Minn, was being detoured over 
the tracks of the Chicago Great West- 
ern road. Running at about thirty 
miles an hour in a cut north of 
Green Mountain it struck a spread 
rail, it is believed. 


The pilot locomotive Jumped the 


track and with terrific., force was 
buried in an embankment of soft clay 
A second locomotive, coupled behind 
the first, rolled over and the impact 
of, the sudden stop hurled all the 
rear cars forward. 
Two Coaches and Pnllmnn Demolish-

A coach, a smoker and a Pullman
